FINANCE REFORM. 


CANTON GOVERNMENT PLANS. 


Following the successful conelu- 
sion of military operations in east- 
ern, western and southern Kwang- 
tung, & movement is on foot in 
Cunton to centralise the collection 
of revenues in the hands of the Go- 
vernment rather than to allow 
military factions to retain control. 


In this connection, it is reported 
that at a meeting of the Finance 
Committee, Mr. T. V. Sung, the 
Finance Minister, put forward cer- 
tain proposals which were adopted. 
One of these was‘to the effect that 
strict orders be issued prohibiting 
military commanders from co!lect- 
ing any. revenue. ‘whatsoever, and 
any infringements of this rule will 
be considered sufficient to render 
the offending. officers Hable to trial 
by court martial, It is further or- 
dered that the Army is to protect 
ali revenue-collecting stations and 
to guard the Hves of officers em- 
sployed in tax colections, . 

A further decision reached was 
that all revenues arc to bé classified 
under the heading of “National” 
and: Provincial," the fgefer to be 
under the direct conto] of the 
Ministry of Finance and the latter 
under the Provincial Treasurer. 
Centres are to be established for 
the collection of provincial — re- 
venues, ag well as far the collec- 
tiun ‘of likin; whilst the Army 
Estimates Offices are to collect all 
territorial defence taxes and re- 
venues derived from gambling 
monopolies. ° : 

It was recently reported that Ku 
Ying-fan, High Commissioner of 
Civil Affairs in Canton, had twice 
sent in hig resignation, but that on 
each occasion the Government. re- 
fused to accept it, .1t is now re- 
ported that the differences have. 
been overcome and that the re- 
signation notice will be withdrawn, 
although the occupant of the office 
will not accept the post of Adminis-

RECENT OPERATIONS. | 


Complaints have. been received — 
by the Canton authorities from ~ 
many districts regarding the pre- 
valance of brigandage, and. in 
several instances appeals ore 
made for military assistance to 
cope with the evil. 

There are at present several 
large bandy of brigands operating 
in Kwangtung, and these. have 
been materially strengthened by 
groups of disbanded or defeated 
troops. The largest. gang is 
known. as the Kwangtung Tong, 
the strength of which is estimat- 
ed at fully four thousand strong. | 
This Tong is headed by three 
chiefs, named Wu. Kwai, Chan. . 
Yui and Yuen Kung, Its sphere 
of operations is considerable and 
it is said that “the Kongmoon- 
Fatshan licensed junk was recent- 
ly pirated by one section of this 
tong and the Kongmoon-Shekki 
licensed junk by afiother section. 
The most daring and sensational 
pirucy attributed to this tong was | 
committed on the Kongmoon-Shul 
Hing Heensed junk, transporting 
calvary horses, Blankets and other 
war equipment, belonging to tha 
4th Army Corps under the com- 
mand of Li Chat-som. It ia said 
that the blankets and other arti- 
cles were later publicly, auctioned 
off at a certain market town and 


the bandits are now stated to be 
scouring’ the countryside on 
horseback. Besides ‘this, the 
Tong is reported to posses armed 
steam launches which are capable 
of: giving ‘battle to most of the 
ships belonging to the Canton 
Navy, but.recently. one of thesa’ 
launches was captured by 6 gun- 
boat on the coast off Heungshan, 
These bandits are sald to be well | 
armed, and have both light artil- 
lery and machine guns to assist 
them in their raids. There are 
other large gangs, but none of 
these is nearly so Jarge as the 
Kwangtung Tong, although. severat 
are equally well arméd.

CURING TUBERCULOSIS.

Despite ‘the ,cducational cam- | 
paigns that have been carried on 
during the past few years to 
spread widely knowledge concern- 
ing the nature and prevention of 
the fact remains 
that many people are still quite 
uninformed of the simple facts 
regarding (hit disease. That 
tuberculosis is often both curable 
und controllubje js not generally 
appreciated. As a result, many 


‘suiferers from this disease lose 


through neglect their chances of 
again becoming useful citizens 
tind prove to. be only a menuce to 
society for n substantial portion 
of their lives. 

Active . tuberculosis strikes 
more often at those: between the 
aues of twenty and fifty, at a time 
when people are most free: from 
other diseases. 

While tuberculosis is — most 
common in young adult life, it may 
occur at any age. 
may attack any part of the body 
and one form of it may oecur in 
many organs of the hady at’ the 
same time and in such eases the 
patient may die of gener ral tuber- 
culosis. However, the form in 
which the disease most commonly 
occurs is tubereulosis,of the lungs. 

Tuberculosis is a contugious 
disease. In practically -every 
existing case the victim contract- 
ed tubereulosis by breathing in 
or swallowing the germs which 
cause that disense. It is prac- 
tically never inherited. Children 
of consumptive parents sometimes 
become tuberculous because, they 
contract the disease from they 
parents. or surroundings. 

Tuberculosis is not intensely 
contagious like measles and seat 
let fever; it is not contracted by 
merely coming in contact, with a 
consumptive noryeven by living in 
the sume house \ith one provided 
that the consumptive is careful 
and clean.  Tubereulosis is less 
contagious than typhoid fever but 
tuberculosis furnishes its danger 
of infection for a much longer 
period, for years instead of days. 
No one is so healthy or so strong 
that he may not at some time 
develop tuberculosis. — Constant 
attention to the duties of preven- 
is necessary wherever chil- 
dren live under the same foof with 
a consumptive. | ; : 

An ‘oceasional = exposure * to 
tuberctlosig is not. without danger 
and therefore it is necessary that 
cars, boats, whiting ruems, restau- 
rants and all public places” be 
protected from infection by care- 
less patients suffering from tuber- 
culosis, 

The danger‘of a person suffer- 
ing from consumption infecting 
others in the same hoyse may be 
reduced to a,minimum provided he 
will take the proper precautions 
but this means constant care on 
his part.» Children’ having 
adenoids or enlarged 
should have them removed as the 
obstruction to" breathing caused 
by these adenoids and enlarged 
tonsils, favours the development 
of tuberculosis and other diseases 
as well,

We. owe 
the banks who hold mortgages on 
our factorics., Oh, no, they will 
not foreclose. What would even 
banks do with machines that make 
something for which there is no 
present market? We are permit- 
ed to be janitors and watchmen 
of our former ‘property, and our 
workmen have scattered every- 
where.” ‘ 
« The amazing thing ‘about the 
St. Gall embroidery’ people is the 
blind faith’ they have in the cer- 
tain return to popularity of their 
product. So withthe wolf at 
their door, they are walling, 
patiently waiting.

‘What ‘efushed the St. Gall 
embroidery market was the lost 
demand for white embroideries for 
trimming — ladies’ underwear, 
They were also doubly, hardhit 
when ladies’ embroidered blouses 
ceased to be fashionable. Britain 
still takes “plumetis’—embroider- 
ed effects worked on long lengths 
of women's riche in the piece— 
but St. Gall a permanent 
graveyard. : 

Although not in the tourist belt 
of Switzerland, St..Gall is oa 
picturesque little town. Tt is the 
highest of the Isrger towns ‘of

The difference betwoen the two 
prices, after having .rulod at dd. 
during the weck, narrowed yes- 
terday to 3/16d., the demend for 
prompt delivery being: rather less 
keen. .
